There should be sufficient plant foo 


to give’ the plants a good start. These 
“are the ideas advanced by C. W. Pug} 


sley in Bulletin 120 of the Nebraska 
experiment station at Lincoln, He 
advises farmers to purchase their seed 
from the north or krom the dry lands 
of the northwest, rather than from the 
south. It is also recommended. that 
no seed be used by Nebraska farmers 
which has not been tested for purity 
and for germination: by the govern- 
ment seed laboratory located at Lin- 
This test will be made free. 

In Nebraska it is customary to use 
About 20 pounds of seed per gere, If 
ithe seed is good and if the land iv 
properly prepared, 
than is necessary. It takes more seed 
for broadcasting than for drilling. 
Some excellent stands have been ob 
tained by e as low as 10 pounds 
of seed to“ re, but in these in- 
stances b were ideal, In the 
eastern part of N@bYaska-from 15 10 
0 pounds Should be used; in the dtier 
regions from 10 to 16 pounds where 
hay is desired, and a less Proust 
where it is to be used for produeing 
seed, 

Where the seed is broadcasted’ the 
best Yesults ‘are obtained where the 
land is disced in such a manner that 
the ground is left rough previous to 
the seeding and then cross-harrowed 
40 cover the seeds. Probably the best 

ethod in most places is ta drill Ord 
inari’y the seed should be placed about 
one dich deep. Late summer seeding 
ie recommended for section. of the 
state where there is plenty of moist- 
ure to giv: the plants a good start at 
tuat season Of the year. 

After the alfalfa is established, disk- 
ing of the field. is sometimes -practic- 
ed. This apparently thickens the 
stand becaus. the disk cuts the crowns 
of the alfalfa plants and cause them 
to throw out more shoots... The bene- 
fit is only noticéab’e for only a year 
lor two.
